This committee is 
composed of some of the world’s leading 
physiologists and physical educators, and 
is attempting, among other things, to 
standardize physical fitness tests inter¬ 
nationally. 

Dr. Howell has also been named one 
of four Fellows of the Canadian Associa¬ 
tion for Health, Physical Education and 
Recreation (CAHPER), an association he 
has served for the past two years as 
President. 

Currently Dr. Howell is Director of 
Research for post-graduate studies in 
Physical Education at the University of 
Alberta — by far the largest physical 
education graduate school in Canada.
